They ‘were literally covered with heavy 
baggage, which had. ‘been thrown 
through the light partition between their 
portion of the car and that set apart 
for baggage. They were badly hurt, 
most of them baving broken legs, some 
of them both legs broken, and one or 
two with injured skulls. All of them 
have numerous cuts and bruises, but the 
physicians attending them believe all 
will recover with the possible exception 
of an aged woman, who maybe fatally 
hurt. ‘These were brought to the gity 
hospital. 

As soon as the news of the wreck 
was received here, Docors Terrell and 
Carroll were taken to the scene on 4 
especial train. They gave attention to 
the wounded anda one hour later Doctors 
Taliaferro, ‘Parrow and Rawlings -went 
on another special. One of the fire ¢n- 
gines of the Lynchburg department was 
loaded on a flat car and hurried to the 
wreck to extinguish the flames among 
the wreckage.

The impact drove the combination 
car forward and the express. car 
lifted up together with its truck and 
erushed the car 40 feet, leaving the 
remainder of the car strewn with 
tons of baggage and colored passen- 
gers, who were pushed back as the 
express car crushed the combination | 
car like rats The combination car 
did not leave the track and in clear- 
ing the track the express car was 
hauled to the siding a mile distant | 
on top and in the debris of ‘the 
combination car. How the colored 
passengers in this compartment, 
which is known as the jim crow part 
of the train, escaped, none of them 
being killed, is beyond explanation. 
The wreck occurred ‘on the crest 
of a steep grade when the. Atlanta 
traim could not have been running 
more than thirty miles an hour, if as 
fast. Had it been a mile or two 
further south the number of dead 
might have been frightful, as the 
train was about two hours behind its 
schedule,a condition in the grade 
there that would have meant a speed 
of more than sixty’ miles’ an hour.

GENIUS LOST 
IN DEATH OF SAM SPENCER 


AMUEL SPENCER was born in 
S Columbus, Ga., March 2, 1847, and 

was therefore in the sixtieth year 
of his age when he lost his life in a 
wreck on the Southern railway, still in 
the full possession of his physical vigor 
and great mentality. He was the only 
son of Lambert and Verona Mitchell 
Spencer. 

Young Spencer's 
spent in Columbus, 
received his early schooling, afterwards 
entering the Georgia Military institute 
at Marietta, Ga., which he attended. un- 
til 1863, when, at the age Of 16 years, 
he enlisted in the Nelson Rangers and 
went to the front in the uniform of a 
private soldier of the confederacy. This 
command was attached to the corps of 
the great cavalry leader, General N. B. 
Forrest, and the Rangers were partici- 
pants in many bloody battles. Mr. 
Spencer was in the armies of General 
Joseph Ek. Johnston and General John B. 
Hood, and was in the battles of the 
|campaign of 1864, and took part in the 
battles around Atlanta. At the battle 
of Franklin the young’ soldier. par- 
ticipated in one of the bloo@iest battles 
of modern times. 

First Honor Man in Two Universities

Spencer returned to his home at Colum- 
bus, and_in the fall of 1865 matriculated 
as a student at the University of Geor- 
gia, graduating in 1867 with the first 
honors of his class.

N the office of the géneral council of} 

the Southern. railroad in Washington 

is a frame containing a newspaper 
article relative to a recent railroad trial, 
wherein the case wag one of national 
import, 

An incident described in the article re- 
lates to that lion of financial power, 
Pierpont Morgan, who after he had 
given sworn testimony of vital impot- 
tance was asked if he gave the facts of 
his own. knewledge. 

“No,’’ was the reply, “not of my_ own 
knowledge, but the information was 
given to me by Samuel Spencer, and I 
would swear to anything he stated as a 
fact.’’ : 

This single tribute to an accuracy pro- 
ceeding from moral principal and profici-' 
ency of knowledge demonstrated by one 
of the greatest men the south has given 
to the machintry of the nation’s produc- 
tive forces illustrates but one of the 
many qualities of the man who has been 
among the foremost in the public eye of 
our great republic.

Thé 
weakness is with the law itself,.which should be either substantially amend- 
ed, replaced by other regulations or supplemented with statutes giving in- 
spectors wider latitude in admitting desirable immigrants into America, 
whether they come as contract laborers or not. 

The Constitution is sure it is voicing the sentiment of the south, and 
of the nation, in such expressions. ‘The shortage of labor of all sorts—a 
positive. brake on development—is peculiar to no section. It is especially 
acute in the south, as every enterprising community can bear testimony to 
its sorrow. 

No element is more directly interested in a revision of the immigration 
laws than the laboring men themselves. They are among the first to suffer 
from a paralysis of development. And there can be no doubt that as they 
realize this fact, they will be in the vanguard of those demanding a remedy 
for a problem that is national.

Foreman of the Jury Denies That 
the Members Were Influenced by 
Sentiment—Claims Verdict | 
“Was Result of the 
| Evidence, 


In the superior court room yesterday 
moming thére occurred a scene but aél- | 
dom witnessed in court rooms, when the 
presiding judge, Hon, J. 8S. Roan, se- 
verely censured the jury which had just 
formally, returned its verdict acquitting 
J. H. Crutchfield of assault with intent 
to murder his wife, Mrs. Sallie Crtuch- 
field. Although the verdict was found 
Wednesday afternoon, it was after court 
had adjourned, hence it was only pub- 
lished in court yesterday morning, when 
the defendant, J. H. Crutchfield, was 
Lrought before the court. 

Judge Roan had of course heard, un- 
c‘ficially, what the verdict was, and had 
evidently made his preparations accor4- 
ingly. When he took his s@at on the 
trench at 9 o'clock, the Crutchfield jury 
was brought into the box, and they were 
asked the usual formal question whether 
Or not they had agreed upon a verdict. | 

The foreman of the jury, H. F. Mce- 
Connell, rose and said: ‘We have,” 
tendering the indictment, with the verdict 
written thereon, to the clerk, who pub- 
lehed it. 

Amid impressive silence, Judge Roan } 
said, in substance: 


Judge Roan Scores Jury. 

“Gentlemen: I feel that it fs unnec- 
e:sary for me to state it, for those who 
k: ow me will bear testimotyy that I am 
ot what is kfown as a blood-thirsty 
judge. I believe in enforcing the law 
end I believe in giving everybody a fair 
trial, ang I have undertaken to give Mr. 
Crutchfield, as I try to give everybody 
cise, a fain tria] in this cage, as far as 
I was concerned, but I cannot receive’ 
this verdict in silence. I feel to do so 
vould make me appear recreant to the 
cuties and great responsibilities of this 
C! fiee. 

“I am disappointeq at the verdict. I 
«oO not see how you arriveg at it unless 
you placed it upom the accident theory. 
That is the only possible ground upon 
which you coukd base it, and for the life 
of me I cannot see how you could put 
it upon that ground, for I do not see 
bow a man could accidentally shoot his 
wife, not intending to do so, and then 
shoulder his gun and march off without | 
taaking any effort to discover how badly 
She was wounded, or call a physician, or 
give her any assistance whatever, am? 
when he was followed, then threaten to 
sLoot ‘those who were following him. 
his actions, to my mind, are entirely in- 
« neistent with the accidental theory. 

“The hanm that will perhaps come 
from this verdict is not so much in turn- 
irg Mr. Crutchfield loose,» but in that it 
establishes a precedent for such actions 
in the future, where people when cor- 
yered will resort to the accident theory 
for escape. 

“I do not desire you gentlemen to un- 
derstand that I am undertaking to im- 
pute to you dishonesty in arriving at the 
verdict that you have reached. I zix- 
rly desire to enter my formal protest 
againet the conclusion that you have ar- 
r.ved at. Gentlemen, the mere fact that 
M:s. Crutchfield, the woman alleged tv 
rave been assaulted, has forgiven her 
husband, and wanteg the court to turn 
hm loose, shoul have had no influence 
whatever wit, you. Mrs, Crutchfield is 
not the only person injured by this act. 
Whenever the law has been violated the 
whole people are interested to see that 
there should be redress and munishmenl, 


not the only one interested. Everybody 
is interested in the proper enforcement 
of the law and administration of juatice. 
From the mere fact that she has for- 
e.ven, it goes not follow necessarily that 
the whole body of the people is compelled 
to forgive. They have a right to carry 
ct the prosecution regardless of her 
wishes in the matter.’’ 


H. F. McConnell Answers. 

No sooner had Judge Roan concluded 
his remarks than H. F. MeConnell was 
on his feet addressing the court. 

“TI wish to say, your honor,’ said he, 
“that the jury reached its verdict entirely 
on “the accident theory, and not- out of 
any feeling of sympathy.” | 

Solicitor General. Hill said that it 
Seemed to him that the jury had been 
easily and profoundly influenced by the 
accident theory of the defense. 

Van Astor Batchellor, one of the at- 
torneys for \the defense, said that in his 
opinion Solicitor General Hill should not 
have argued before the jury on Wednds- 
day afternoon that the. jury, should it 
not find Crutchfield guilty, should tuck 
its head under its wing Hke a turkey 
and get away. 

Judge Roan here interrupted the com- 
ment, formally discharging the defen- 
dant, Crutchfield, who wore a beaming 
countenance. 

Judge Roan’s caustic criticism of the 
jury's action in finding Crutchfield “not 
guilty,’’ ‘¢-though he explidtly stateg 
that he imputed dishonesty to none of 
the jurors, aroused a protest on the part 


}iocked up ‘in the penitentiary, The peo- 


ple who were clamoring to have Crutch- | 


iren. What a mockery it would have 
been to lock Crutchfield up in the peni- 
tentiary for several years and leave these 
helpless people to starve. Crutchfield has 
always taken good care of his family 
and provided well for them. 

“The jury which tried this case was 
composed of good men. They were not 
influenced by public clamor, but they 
had the courage to do their duty. We very 
much. fear that instead of this verdict 
having the effect to encourage crime, as 
Judge Roan intimates, that the criticism 
of the jury by Judge Roan will have the 
effect of intimidating juries for weeks 
and months to come in this county, and 
mtimidating them to such an extent that 
innocent men cannot get justice. We 
think the jury was entitled to protection 
when it acted upon the evidence. And in 
this case thie jury not only had abundant 
evidence to base their verdict of acquit- 
tal upon, but there was really no evi- 
dence introduced by the state to contra- 
dict ‘it. It would have been monstrous 
to convict this man with his wife, who 
was the injured party, and his two help- 
less children pleading for his acquittal. 

“It is an extreme hardship for a busi- 
ness man to serve on a jury and do hig 
duty as bes: he can, aud then wet leeo- 
tured iy the court for having ‘he cour- 
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ago of hig convictions we think the | 
law ought to forbid judges from criticis- | 
ing any jury. It is not.within his prov-' 
ince. If it ig a case in which a new | 
trial can be granted, let the judge grant | 
a new trial, but if it is a case in which 
he has no jurisdiction, as in this case, 
he ought to respect an act of the jury, 
just as much as he would a decision vf 
the supreme court, or any ‘other tribunal 
with which he has no concern. 

“A significant fact in connection with 
this trial is that Crutchfield has not even 
a speaking acquaintance with a member 
of this jury.” 

Foreman of Jury Offended. 

H. F. McConnell, a leading merchant 
and business man of the city, foreman of | 
the jury in the Crutchfield case, made the 
following statement: 

“I was foreman of the jury which found 
the verdict of ‘Not guilty’ in the Crutch- 
field case. Whfle all men are human, 
and the pitiful spectacle of a helpless 
woman and two young children left pen- 
niless with no one to provide for their 
wants, would, almost appeal to a man 
of stone, I feel it my duty in view of 
the adverse criticism of the présiding 
judge to say that the jury to a man 
agreed that no such consideration should 
enter into our deliberations. 

“We were sworn to render a verdict 
according to the evidence and the law. 
The judge charged us the law, that we 
must be convinced by the evidence be- 
yond a reasonable doubt of the guilt 
of the accused before we could find him 
guilty. The statement of the defendant 
as to how the shooting hapened, coupled 
with the testimony of Dr. Ellis as to 
the range of the shot downward, inclined 
us to accept the defendant’s theory of 
the case. The state did not produce a 
Single eye-witness to the shooting, and 
the jury considered that they could not, 
under their oath, supply the evidence 
which was lacking. The reasonableness 
and plausibility of the defendant’s state- 
ment coupled with the lack of evidence 
on the part of the state, brought us 
quickly to our verdict. 

“We have done our plain duty as we 
saw it, and I speak for every member 
of the jury. It is poor encouragement 
and incentive to a business man to quit 
his business at great personal sacrifice, 
and then be subjected to criticism for 
the honest discharge of the duty imposed 
upon him by law. 

“The verdict at least receives Phe plaud-, 
it and the approval of our consciences. 
We would find it again wpon the same 
evidence, though we confess we would 
not relish a second admonition from the 
court.”’
